Secretary Mellon made public his 
letter to Frank J. Coleman, editor of 
the Plate Printer, tending to refutc 
charge published in the Pilate 
Printer’ that the country was flooded

with counterfeit money and stamps, 


and reiterated in a subsequent ietter] 


to the secretary on the subject. 

“ Your estimate of the total of coun- 
terfeit money. passed into circulation 
‘as being more than $13,000,000 is ten 
times too large, owing to an arithme- 
tical error in your calculations,” Sec- 
retary Mellon wrote. “ Your prelimi- 
nary assumption of 666 different is- 
sues, averaging $10 in’ denomination 
and 100 in niimber, gives a result of 
$666,000, and’ mot. $6,660,000, as stated

MANLIKE APE, 
SAVANT ASSERTS 


Washington, D. C., April 26.—The 
previous existence on this continent of 
a new genus and species of primate 
“much more closely resembling the 
human type than. it does any known 
species of ape,”’ although distinct from 
either, is believed to have been estab- 
lished by the recent discovery of a 
small tooth in the faunal deposits of 
Nebraska, according to a paper read 
at the. concluding session here of the 
National Academy of Sciences by Dr. 
Henry F.. Osborn of the American 
Museum of Natural History. 

A number of authorities, Dr. Osborn 
said, agreed with his deduction that 
the discovery had established the ex- 
istence in the “ pliocene period” of:a 
“new and independent type” of an- 
thropoid, or manlike animal. Entire 
credit for the discovery, he said, be- 
longed to Harold J. Cook, a consulting 
geologist of Agate, Neb. 

“The animal is certainly a new 
genus of anthropoid,” the speaker said: 
“probably an animal which wandered 
over here from Asia with the large 
south Asiatic element which has re- 
ceritly been discovered in our fauna 
by Merriam, Gidley, and others. It is 
intermediate in structure, between the 
anthropoid ape and the human type. 
It is one of the greatest surprises in 
the history of American paleontology.”

THE SICKNESS “OVERHEAD.” 
CERTAIN large business concern 
investigated .the cause of sick 
absenteeism in its force of more 


| than 1,000 employés during 


course of a year. 

Many such investigations have been 
made, but this one was selected because 
the employés were bookkeepers, stenog- 
raphers, clerks, messengers, and so- 


called “white collar” people. 


- The business enterprise had elected to 
equip. a dispensary provided with phy- 
sicilans and nurses on the theory that by 
making medical service free and con- 
venient it would prevent the develop- 
ment of serious diseases in the office 
force. And that wag the way it worked 
out, for there wore only four cases of 
tuberculosis, five of pneumonia and three 
of appendicitis in the group of 1,300, 
The concern set down carefully not 
only the whole days lost from work, but 
also the part days and even hours lost 
and entered the whole sum of hours, 
figured into eight hour days, in their 


The number of days lost per person 


T on account of illness was 8.15. This is 


about a sixth of a day more than the 
average given by the Hoover commis- 
sion. 
During the observation one of the 
waves of influenza, periodically appear- 
ing since 1920, swept over this office, oc- 
casioning a sickne loss of time that 
amounted to two days. Had it not been 
for this, the rate might have been about 
6.0, or two days less than the Hoover 
rate, but that was based on shop men 
with an older average age. 

Influenza and grip were responsible 
for 1.97 average days of absence. Let 
us say that loss could not have been 
prevented. 

| Next in order came fatigue, with a rec- 
ord of .74 loss. Maybe office fatigue 
was the biggest factor in this cause, but 
in all probability conditions outside th 
office outranked it. 
If all*these people had gone quietly to 
bed soon after supper, and enjoyed nine 
hours’ restful sleep each night, fatigue 
would have been found at the bottom 


| of the list of causes of absence. 


~ 
Let us set fatigue as a cause of ab- 
senteeism as preventable. 
Colds came second. If colds, rhinitis 


|and sore throat are all combined, the 


sum total of cases and also of days and 


| hours lost outranks any other cause. The 


report says that colds, rhinitis, headache 
and sore throat combined caused 35. 
per cent of all ca'ls at the dispensary. 
Practically all of these causes are pre- 
ventable. Even now, right living and 
proper regard for the rules of health 
would cut this record in half. 

Third on the list of causes came pain- 
ful menstruation. This is preventable. 
Next came major injuries. There should 
bé no absenteeism on account of major 
injuries in an office force.

Young men by the 
thousands who otherwise might have 
been devoting their lives to the making 
of pothooks, have gone into industries 
over which the gasoline engine holds 


ia towards the technical and mechani- 
cal arts — witness the tremendous 
growth in six months of radio.

COOKING FISH FROM MUDDY 
WATERS. 

C. H. writes us anent the way 
of cooking bullheads and fishes 
4 that frequent muddy waters. 
® It. is a timely subject and there 
is quite a trick in preparing fishes in 
order to eliminate the muddy or moss 

taste, 

In dressing a bullhead avoid scalding 
it first. One method of peeling off the 
skin ie to cut the skin clear around the 
néck near the gills. Then stick a fork 
into the gills and pin the fish to a board 
by its backbone. Take hold of the 
skin at the neck between your thumb 
and the blade of a knife and peel ‘er 
off by a steady strong pull. 

When you have to eat scaled fishes 
from muddy waters one of the best 
stunts we know of is to remove the 
head, intestines, fins and scales and 
then place them to soak in strong salt 
brine for a couple of hours. But the 
skin must come off. The mossy or 
muddy taste is under the scales and in 
the skin. 

Did you ever try steaming a fish 
while in cmp? An angler was telling 


fish he had eaten after they had been 
steamed in Manilla paper. The method 
runs something like this: 

Smear some parchment paper—the 
kind in which butter comes wrapped— 
or some tissue Manilla paper with but- 
ter. After cleaning the fish season 
with salt and pepper. Now roll up 
each fish separately in a piece of but- 
tered paper, put all of them in a pile 
and wrap the bunch in a large paper. 
Then wrap this package in a newspa- 
per, dip it in water until the newspa- 
per is soaked and place it in the middle 
of a bed of hot coals, burying it com- 
pletely. Leave it in this spot any- 
where from fifteen to thirty minutes 
depending n the size of the fishes,

THRASHER CALLS 
ON CHURCHES TO 
CLEANSE CHICAGO 


Samuel Thrasher, superintendent of 
the Committee of Fifteen, which con- 
cerns itself with vice conditions in 
Chicago, declared yesterday in an ap- 
peal to the Chicago Church federa- 
tion, composed of sixteen denomina- 
tions, that if the churches unite every 
house of prostitution can be driven out 
of Chicago. He also declared the 
churches could drive out the criminals. 

“There are in Chicago, it is esti- 
mated, 10,000 criminals,” he said. ** This 
is only one-third of 1 per cent of the 
population. The highest estimate ever 
given of the number of prostitues in 
the city, even ih the days when there 
were three vice districts and over 7,000 
saloons, was 15,000. This is one-half 
of 1 per cent of the population. The 
1,500 churches have approximately 
800,000 members. There need not be a 
single house of prostitution in this 
city. It is a terrible indictment against 
good people that there is any.”
